MEXIOO CITY, March 23.—(UP) 
Riots between rebels and federal sol- 
diers over the week-end cost 30 lives 
and resulted in the wounding of sev- 
eral persons. 

The War Department received re- 
ports from Durango that a _ rebel 

roup headed by Frederico Vazquez 
had been defeated at Taxicoringa and 
had lost 16 men. 

Six more rebels were reported kill- 
ed when federal troops repulsed at at- 
tack on Canatlan. Eight lives were 
lost in fighting at San Pedro and 
Apalaja in Puebla state.

Broken by Jury in Fulton Court 


W. B. Lowe, Brother of Former Atlantan, Is Named Sole 
Heir to Extensive Estate After Payment 
of Special Bequests. 


Will of the late 
Lowe Rosenkrantz, noted Atlantan, 
which left the principal of her estate 
to Sumter Kelley, Atlanta lawyer, 
and Roy M. Hodge, caretaker of her 
Virginia home, has been broken and 
her brother, W. B. Lowe, declared the 
sole heir, John L. Westmoreland, at- 
torney for Lowe, announced yester- 
day. 

The brother in his suit contesting 
the validity of the will of his sister 
charged that the baroness, who died 
June 2, 1925, in New York, had been 
unduly influenced in disposing of her 
property while ill. 

Fought. out in Fulton superior 
court, the suit was settled by a jury 
after an agreement had been reached

Under the terms of the agreement, 
the brother receives all the residue of 
the baroness’ estate after legacies and 
special bequests have been filled.

TRENTON, N. J.,, March 23.—() 
Governor Harold G. Hoffman, av- 
thoritative sources disclosed tonight, 
has developed new evidence in the 
Lindbergh kidnap-murder case, which 
he considered sufficiently material to 
seek clemency for Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann. 

‘The governor conferred last week 
with Attorney-General David T. Wi- 
lentz, Hauptmann’s prosecutor, and 
the sources said the governor suggest- 
ed that they together request a com- 
mutation of the death penalty to life 
imprisonment before the New Jersey 
pardons court. The governor is pre- 
siding officer of the court. 

The attorney-general, to whom the 
governor did not reveal the nature of 
the reported new evidence, was non- 
committal tonight. He professed not 
to know what the governor's next 
moves would be in his efforts to 
“clear up” the famous murder case.

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OHIO FLOOD CREST, 
COVERING TOWNS: 
NEARS MISSISSIPP 


Eastern Rivers Subside; 
Vast Task of Removing 
Mud and _ Rebuilding 
Is Attacked With Vigor. 


By the Assdciated Press. 

The flood crest of the Ohio river 
moved westward toward the Missis- 
sippi Monday night, carrying destruc- 
tion and suffering into new areas, 
as a dozen flood-torn eastern states 
struggled with an immense rehabili- 
tation task. : : 

Hundreds of persons were deserting 
their ‘homes as the Ohio inundated 
large areas of lowlands in the south- 
western portion of the Buckeye State. 
Dozens of villages were submerged and 
isolated. 

A recheck of the death list, as east- 
ern rivers rapidly receded, showed 169 
dead. Property damage was estimated, 
unofficially and officially, at more 
than’ $500,000,000. More than 425,- 
000 persons were homeless.

More than 300,000 persons are de- 
pendent on the Red Cross for their 
food, countless thousands even for 
evary drop of pure water they drink, 
for clothing and for medical succor 
as the sinister form of disease stalks 
through stricken areas of 11 states. 

Contributions Urged. 

Phil.C. McDuffie, chairman of the 
local committee in charge of Atlantas 
drive, last night made an urgent ap- 
peal to Atlantans “not to allow the 
flow of dollars for this humanitarian 
undertaking to slacken.”

To Save Dying Wife of Convict 


Husband Rushed From Gang Camp as Self-Inflicted Bullet 
Wounds Slowly Take Her Strength; 
: Governor’s Pardon Seen.

Agencies of the state’s justice last 
night turned swiftly to agencies of 
mercy to give a dying woman solace 
she had been denied in norma! life. 

Out of the self-inflicted bullet 
wound slowing taking the life of Mrs. 
Nell Wheless Duke, 27, of 615 Jack- 
son Street, College Park, developed one 
of the most harrowing stories ever 
unfolded in the pain-filled hails of 
Grady hospital. , 

From Governor Talmadge to\ Pa- 
trolman J. J. Elliott, assigned. to 
Grady, all of justice’s henchmen turn- 
ed their efforts to ease her last mo- 
ments, horror-stricken by the stark 
misery she had written into her last 
note—I cannot»stand this life any 
longer ...I1 can’t have Bill when lL 
love him so much.” 

“Bill” is her husband, Lawrence 
William Duke, who has served all but 
one month 29 days of a 12-month 
term of the Fulton county chain gang 
for possession of worthless checks, 

He was taken to Grady hospital 
yesterday from the Ben Hill camp by 
guards after the warden of the camp 
been notified by Patrolman El- 
a Duke shot herself yesterday 
morning in the front yard of her 
home, the bullet penetrating vital or-

>gans in her abdomen. Her five-year- 
old daughter, Betty, was standing just 
across the street at the time. 

An emergency operation was per- 
formed yesterday afternoon for re- 
moval of the bullet, of .32-.20 caliber. 
Physicians ‘n charge of the case said 
she had oly two chances out of a 
hundred to survive. She was too 
weak to undergo a blood transfusion, 
although three donors waited through 
the night in the hope that new found 
reasons for living would rally her suf- 
ficiently. 

Guards who took her husband to the 
hospital were under orders to return 
the 27-year-old prisoner to the gang 
after a short visit with his wife. 

Patrolman Elliott, impressed by his 
manner, communicated with A. A. 
Clarke, Fulton county superintendent 
of public works, offering to assume re- 
sponsibility for his return to the gang 
today.- His request was granted.

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CANAL MONEY BILL 
IS AGAIN DEFEATED 


Supply Measure Pass- 
ed, Forwarded to House 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—(/)— 
Ignoring cries of “extravagance” and 
“this méans war,’ the senate today 


boomed out a 53-to-12 vote to pass a 
record-breaking peacetime army sup- 
ply bill of $611,362,604. 

The measure was sent to conference 
with the house for action on senate 
changes adding a net of $66,000,000 
to the house-approved total, after a 
vote of 36 to 35 and defeated a sec- 
ond attempt to include funds to con- 
tinue work on the WPA-initiated 
Florida ship canal. 

Opponents of the 200-mile Atlantic- 
to-Gulf waterway—for which $5,400,- 
000 of WPA funds already has been 
allocated—contended the project was 
dead. Proponents held some hope of 
its revival through further presiden- 
tial. allocations of relief money. 

The War Department bill carries 
funds to maintain an army of 165,000 
enlisted men in the next fiscal year 
compared with the 147,000 allowed 
by the house. 

58 Million Added. 
A total of $58,000,000 was added 


by the senate for rivers and harbors 


improvements, bringing the aggregate 
for work on scores of these Fe ent 
all over the country to $196,000,000. 
Another $30,000,000 is included for 
flood control. . 

Of the total appropriation, $3384,- 
699,619 is for strictly military pur- 
poses, and $226.662,985 non-military. 
This compares with a current allow- 
ance of $422.896.470, of which $351.- 
178.020 is for military purposes. The 
senate total exceeds budget estimates 
by $38,000,000.

YL DUES ARMY BACKS 
AUSTRIA AGAINST REICH 


'3 Danubian States Sign Mu- 
tual Assistance Pact in © 
League Limits.

ROME, March 23 (UP) italy 
today became . virtual guarantor of 
Austria’s indpendence and territorial 
integrity against the world. 

Agreement to this effect was reach- 
ed in a conference among Premier 
Benito Mussolini, Austrian Chancel- 
lor Kurt Schuschnigg and Hungarian 
Premier Julius De Goemboes, aimed 
at strengthening the political and eco- 
nomic structure of the three Danubian 
states. 

It was pnderstood that Mussolini 
also agreed to permit Hungary to re- 
arm, presumably to.meet the threat 
of German arms, by scrapping the 
restrictive armament provisions of the 
Trianon treaty. 

Mussolini, Schuschnigg and Goem- 
boes signed the tri-power agreement 
at Venice palace after three days of 
discussion. 

The new protocol was understood to 
establish a system of mutual assist- 
ance, tantamount to a military al- 
liance, between Italy and Austria and 
Italy and Hungary. 

Authoritative sources said Hungary 
declined to sign an agreement to come 
to Austria’s assistance in event Aus- 
tria were attacked, and that as a re- 
sult Il Duce virtually guaranteed Aus- 
tria’s independence in order to as- 
sure success of the conference. 

This step was seen as a defiant 
move to block alleged German ambi- 
tions to join Austria with Germany 
through a nazi coup. 

Informed circles believed I] Duce 
promised to support Hungary’s de- 
mands for treaty revision and terri- 
torial adjustment at the proposed eco- 
nomic and disarmament conference 
among European powers this summer. 

However, Mussolini

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A NECESSARY OPERATION 

Citing that while the $2,000;- 
000,000 of tangible property in 
Georgia is paying an annual tax of 
approximately $40,000,000 the 
equal amount of intangible property 
held in the state is paying only 
$360,000 a year, Editor W. T. An- 
derson, of the Macon Telegraph, in 
a recent address forcefully urged 
the adoption of the 15-mill limit on 
ad valorem taxation to be submitted 
at a constitutional referendum in 
the fall. 

Pointing out that the “United 
States is the only civilized nation 
in the world that levies a tax on 
real estate,” and that the state ad 
valorem tax is limited by the con- 
stitution to 5 mills, Mr. Anderson 
warns that unlimited taxing power 
in minor governmental units “makes 
the line between democracy and so- 
cialism and communism very thin.” 

Some of those who are opposing 
the proposed 15-mill limit take the 
position that it will lead to drastic 
tax measures likely to cause wide- 
spread confusion in the raising of 
public revenues. 

This may or may not be true. 
Certainly in some states ad valorem 
taxation has been limited, or even 
gbolished, without undue burden 
being placed on the new sources of 
taxation or without governmental 
revenues being reduced. 

In so far as its system is con- 
cerned, Georgia is today in the po- 
sition of a sick man whose health 
can be restored only through re- 
scrt to a major operation. It is 
possible that the immediate effects 
may be painful to a degree, but 
the way will be opened for a re- 
turn to a normal and vigorously 
healthful condition. 

It is clear that without drastic 
steps the state cannot hope to get 
rid of its out-of-date and inadequate 
system of taxation. The 15-mill 
limitation 6n ad. valorem taxes is 
such,a step, since it will make nec- 
essary the adoption of an entirely 
new system of taxation, under which 
every taxable source will bear a fair 
and equal burden. 

Real estate in Georgia is bearing 
an unjust and entirely dispropor- 
tionate share of taxation. It puts 
a practically confiscatory burden on 
the farmer’s acres, placed Georgia 
‘at the foot of the list of states in 
home ownership, and caused busi- 
ness property in the cities to be- 
come, in many instances, a liability 
instead of an asset. 

Year after year efforts have been 
made to patch up Georgia’s tax sys- 
tem, but instead of lightening the 
burden on real estate and applying 
it more equitably to other sources, 
the situation has- gone from bid to 
worse, 

The only thing that will bring a 
remodeling of the present effete 
and antiquated system—dating back 
as it does to times when economic 
conditions were radically different 
from what they now are—will be 
for a crisis to arise, when the state, 
forced by declining revenues to 
take action, will follow the exam- 
ple of other states and adopt a mod- 
ern, efficient and fair system of tax- 
ation. 

Other states have successfully re- 
formed their tax systems and there 
is no reason why Georgia cannoé do 
so. Delaware, for instance, through 
the adoption of reasonable and up- 
to-date corporation tax laws, is pay- 
ing practically the entire expense of 
operation of the state government 
out of the revenues from this 
source. Some of the corporations 
thus paying Delaware’s taxes are 
those that have been forced out of 
Georgia. by ‘Our unreasonable and 
unsound corporate taxes. 

Other states have been equally 
successful in relieving real estate of 


unfair taxation. In Illinois the ad 
valorem tax has been abolished but 


the imposition, of fair and equal 


In the Okefenokee are found 
many rare varieties both of fauna 
and flora not existent anywhere 
else in the world. It is the last 
refuge of much bird and animal life 
that has been extinguished in all 
other areas in which it has formerly 
been found, 


As a federal wild-life sanctuary 


the Okefenokee would attract many 
thousands of visitors annually to 
Georgia and would become a valu- 
able possession of the nation. 

There has been overwhelming ap- 
proval of the project, the only ob- 
jections advanced being that the 
counties in which the swamp is lo- 
cated would lose some of their tax 
revenues and that the construction 
of a highway through the swamp 
might be made impossible. 

What small amount of taxes may 
be lost by these counties will be 
inconsiderable in comparison with 
the revenues secured from the thou- 
sands of tourists who would be at- 
tracted to the Okefenokee when it 
is established as a national wild-life 
sanctuary. 

In the Okefenokee and Stone 
Mountain, Georgia possesses two of 
the natural wonders of the world, 
The nature of the latter assures its 
perpetuation, and every co-opera- 
tion should be given to gaining the 
same security for the Okefenokee.

have the first pickle factory in 
Georgia, all contracts and agree- 
ments having been executed for 
work to begin on the plant imme- 
diately, in order that it will be 
ready for operation in June as soon 
as this year’s crop of cucumbers is 
harvested. 

A sign-up campaign is now under 
way to contract for hundreds of 
acres of cucumbers in that section, 
and prospects are said to be good 
for an expansion next year that will 
provide a dependable local market 
for cucumbers to be produced in a 
large area of southwest Georgia. 
While Georgia distributors annu- 
ally handle many thousand dollars 
worth of pickles for the state trade, 
they are all imported from other 
sections. This new industry will 
not only give employment to a large 
number of persons in the factory, 
but will provide a new cash crop for 
farmers in that section. There will 
be a market at good prices for all 
the. cucumbers they can. grow, and 
that market will be so close at hand 
they can make delivery in their own 
trucks, and thus escape the heavy 
freight charges that they must pay 
on other products that are shipped 
north.

plant will also manufacture peanut 
butter, and-thus provide a new mar- 
ket for the great volume of peanuts 
grown in that section.

but in every nation he that feareth 
Him, and worketh righteousness, is ac- 
cepted with Him. The word which 
God sent unto the children of Israel, 
preaching peace through Jesus Christ 
—He is rd of all. To Him give all 
the prophets witness, that through His 
name, whosoever believeth in Him shall 
have remission of sins ... For ye are 
all the children of God by faith in 
Christ Jesus. There is neither Jew 
nor Greek, there is neither bond nor 
free, and if ye be Christ’s, then are 
ye Abraham’s seed, and heirs accord- 
ing to promise.” 

Without entering upon any of the 
controversial aspects of the nazi re- 
gime, I join with countless friends 
throughout the world in reasserting 
my faith in the rights of each and 
everyone to worship God according to 
the dictates of his own conscience, un- 
trammelled and unmolested.

An important feature of the new 
treaty, effective January 1, 1937, is 
the general provision allowing any 
power to build as many ships of any 
type as it wishes. The United States 
qualified this provision, however, by 
an “escape” clause which abrogates 
the treaty if the British construct 
more than 70 cruisers. 

The powers also agree to a free 
exchange of information on building 
programs. 


§ KILLED, 30 WOUNDED 


IN POLISH DISORDERS 


KRAKOW, Poland, March 23.— 
(P)—Five workmen were shot dead 
and 30 wounded today when poltfce 
broke up a demonstration protesting 
against drastic staff reductions in a 
local factory. 

The trade unions had proclaimed a 
24-hour strike and the strikers gave 
a noisy manifestation on the main 
street. They defied police attempts to 
disperse them and threw stones at 
the gendarmes, who retaliated with 
pistol shots. 

The unions proclaimed a general 
strike in protest against the police 
action. 


Georgia had already been flatly re- 
pealed by the legislature, Reuben A. 
Garland, representing Morris W. Dor- 
sey, prepared yesterday for the hear- 
ing Friday in Fulton superior court 
where another contest of the liquor 
law will be started. 

Dorsey recently was convicted of 


sale and possession of a small amount 
of whisky and is now serving a term 
on the chain gang. 

Through Garland, he has brought a 
habeas corpus petition against ar- 
den A. A. Clark, contending that his 
conviction was illegal and void since 
the prohibition law was legally re- 
pealed by the 1935 legislature in the 
alcoholic beverage control act. 

Garland said that Section 6 of the 
act “perfectly repealed the prohibition 
law” while Section 36, which delegated 
the question to a referendum, was un- 
constitutional, as the legislature has 
no right to refer a law to the people. 

The lawyer also contended that the 
referendum was restricted to a special 
group of people, likewise unconstitu- 
tional, He cited the following pas- 
sage from the act “the voters’ list used 
in such election shall be the registered 
voters’ list used in the last general 
election.” 


“I can not see how this section can 
be interpreted to be constitutional,” 
said Garland. “In the first place, for 
the reason that the legislature, on a 
grand scale, attempted to delegate the 
lawmaking power to the people; also 
the legislature attempted to delegate 
power to a certain specified group of 
people, and required the majority of 
people in Georgia to perform an im- 
possible act in order to qualify as 
a voter.” He pointed out that the 
registration list used in the referendum 
was the same as for the general elec- 
tion a whole year before.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 23.— 
(P)—Delegates from 13 southern states 
today studied suggestions of industrial 
expansion in the south at the first 
business session of the 29th annual 
c6nvention of the Southern Commer- 
cial Secretaries’ Association. 

“The south is approaching its great- 
est period of industrial expansion,” 
William Johnson, Little Rock news- 
paperman, told the assembly in urging 
the group to “generate the enthusiasm 
necessary to assure complete indus- 
trial advancement.” 

Dr. Gus W. Dyer, of Vanderbilt 
University, declared that the most ef- 
fective way to entice industry from 
the north and east is to elect state of- 
ficials and represenatives at Wash- 
ington “who are friendly to the cap- 
italistic system under which the Amer- 
ican nation made its great progress.” 

There are several prejudices which 
southerners must break down if they 
are to have industrial expansion, and 
“the most serious is the prejudices 
againet southern labor,” the conven- 
tion was told by George C. Smith, of 
St. Louis, assistant to the president of 
the Missouri-Kansas-Texas railway. 
He stated that a prevalent idea in 
the north is that the southern laborer 
is naturally and instinctively lazy. 

“The southern must pioneer in new 
devolpments, particularly along lines 
opened by chemical research,” said 
Lloyd Foster, secretary of the Bir- 
mingham Chamber of Commerce. 

Other speakers included C. M. 
Ketchu. Greensboro, N. C., and Presi- 
dent W. Grady Gaston, of Gastonia, 
North Carolina.

IS DENIED ESTATE 


High Court Holds She Kid- 
naped Aged Aborigine for 
$1,000,000 Oil Money. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 23.—(P) 
Mrs. Anna Laura Barnett’s long- 
fought claim to a widow’s share in 
the fortune of the late Jackson Bar- 
nett, called ‘‘the world’s richest In- 
dian,” suffered another reversal to- 
day in the United States circuit court 
of appeals. 

It upheld a lower court ruling the 
marriage was void—that Mrs. Barnett 
had kidnaped the aged Indian, an in- 
competent, married him without his 
understanding and obtained release of 
more than $1,000,000 of Barnett’s 
Oklahoma oil money. 

The appeals court ruled Barnett 
“was wholly incapable of understand- 
ing the nature of a marriage contract 
or of the obligations thereby assumed,” 
and added he “did not have suffi- 
cient capacity to marry.” 

The government alleged Mrs. Bar- 
nett got $550,000 of the Indian’s for- 
tune, and her attorney. Harold C. 
McGugin’ received $150,000. 

Mrs. Barnett, 35, when the mar- 
riage took place, contended she was a 
“dutiful wife” and that the govern- 
ment’s attack was an infringement of 
her constitutional rights.

NEW YORK PRESSMEN 


TO GET PAY INCREASE 


_ NEW YORK, March 23.—(4)—The 
first pay rise in five years will be dis- 
tributed tomorrow to thousands of 
pressmen employed by magazines and 
commercial plants in the metropolitan 
area. 

Under a new contract, to run for 

two years, effected by the New York 
Pressmen’s Union, day men receive 
$2.50 a week more, while men on 
night and early day shifts get $1 more. 
Another rise of $1 a man on all 
shifts will be effective next January 
1, and from January 1, 1938, to March 
1, 1938, day men will be raised anoth- 
er dollar. 
The prevailing weekly wage scale 
is to for web pressmen; 
$52.50 for cylinder and automatic job 
pressmen, and $47.05 for job pressmen. 
Employes on the night shifts receive 
an average of $6.50 more per week 
than day employes. :

Discussing large private industries, 
he asserted: : 

“We are going toward the period in 
which these industries will have nei- 
ther the time nor the possibility of 
working for private consumption, but 
will have to labor exclusively, or al- 
most. so, for the armed forces of the 
nation.” 

Explaining that no profit would be 
drawn from these industries, he said 
“the sad phenomenon of ‘sharkism’ 
will not be noted any longer in Italy. 

Some excerpts from his speech: 

Economie Autonomy. 

“Political autonomy is not con- 
ceivable without a corresponding ca- 

city of economic autonomy. This 
les n will never be forgotten. Those 
who think that after the economic 
siege (of sanctions) we will return 
to the situation of November 17 (be- 
fore sanctions became effective) are 
greatly mistaken. , 

“The date of November 18 marks 
the beginning of a new phase in 
Italian history, dominated by this 
postulate—to bring about autonomy 
in the economic life of the nation as 
rapidly as possible. 

‘The most important section of ‘this 
economy is that of.national defense, 
without which any possibility of de- 
fense is compromised and the in- 
visible war started against Italy at 
Geneva would end by vanquishing even 
a people of heroes.”

The late Louis H. Watson was one 
of the game’s greatest players and 
analysts. ‘The keynote of his game 
was soundness. His brilliance lay in 
his steadiness and dependability 
rather then in sensationgl bids or 
plays that might startle a none too 
discerning gallery. His mistakes were 
few and far between, and he possess- 
ed, perhaps more than any other in- 
dividual, a rare ability to adapt his 
game to that of difficult partners. 
He believed that all good players fol- 
lowed the same basic ideas, that 
where they differed was in individual 
idosyncracies. His genius was the ac- 
curacy of his diagnosis of these 
idiosyncracies, plus infinite capacity 
for clear reasoning and logical play. 

The hand shown below is an excel- 
lent example of the vision he brought 
to bear on crucial situations. Only 
the finest players will appreciate the 
brilliance of the simple, unobtrusive 
play he made to defeat a vulnerable 
slam contract.

On the third round, if North 
had had to hold the spade queen to 
top dummy’s eight, he would have 
been squeezed out of his diamond 
stopper. But with Watson holding 
the spade jack, North gayly tossed 
away his queen. Declarer was help- 
less. The twelfth trick could not be 
snared. 

Many experts in the -South seat, 
through their own lack of foresight, 
would have found occasion to grum- 
ble at the opponents’ luck in making 
such an optimistic slam. Luck alone, 
however, was not enough against Wat- 
son’s skill.

Convinces Court 


of Thiet’s Guilt 


Because Golie Sims recognized the 
footprint of her dead husband in a 
pig sty months after his death, Grady 
Johnson, a negro youth, is going to 
serve from two to four years on the 
chain. gang. It was a strange case 
heard in Fulton superior court yes- 
stterday—that of the state against John- 
son, who literally “bit the hand that 
fed him.” 

Golie Sims is a negro woman, liv- 
ing on a farm near Center Hill with 
her daughter, Minnie Culpepper. ‘Lhe 
two women, needing a man to help 
with the work after Golie’s husband 
died, asked Johnson to stay with them 
at their home. 

They fed him and clothed him for 
the work he did. Golie gave him some 
of her late husband’s clothes, includ- 
ing his shoes, which item proved 
Grady’s undoing shortly after a hog 
from Golie’s pig pen turned up miss- 
ing one morning. 


She had only three pigs. The ‘loss 


of one was a terrific blow. She be- 
gan to investigate the theft and dis- 
covered that all over the ground in the 
pen were imprints of her late hus- 
band’s shoes. For a moment, perhaps, 
Golie thought the ghost of the deceased 
had been walking, but then she re- 
membered who wore those shoes. It 
was Grady. 

The jury was entirely unsympa- 
thetic with the fellow who betrayed 
his benefactors. Twelve men. believed 
Prosecutor Quincy Arnold when he 
told them how Johnson had stolen the 
pig while wearing the shoes of Golie’s 
late husband. Judge John D. Hum- 
phries gave Grady the maximum pun- 
ishment, two to four years. 

“How were you able to recognize 
the imprint of your dead husband’s 
shoes,” a lawyer asked Golie. 

“I followed him around enough in 
the fields, planting and sowing while 
he plowed to know that footprint any- 
where,” she replied, which qualified 
her as an expert shoe observer.

IN OKLAHOMA CITY 


Citizens Will Vote Today on 
Oil Drilling in Town 
Limits. 

OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., March 
23.—(/)—A hint of possible military 
rule hung over Oklahoma City tonight 
as the months-long dispute over fur- 
ther extension of oil drilling zones 
within the city neared a climax—to- 
morrow's special election.

The Governor issued a memoran- 
dum to heads of state departments 
asking all employes to vote against 
extension of the drilling zone “that 
they might assist in protecting the

CUT IN CCC CAMPS 
HALTED BY F. D. R. 


President Orders Mainte- 
, mance of Existing Units 


for Year. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—(7)— 
A threatened revolt among house dem- 
ocrats over proposed reduction of CCC 
camps was quieted down today by 
President Roosevelt’s order for main- 
tenance of existing camps through 
most of the next fiscal year. 

The President’s plan to close 700 of 
2,158 camps was met with circulation 
by Representative Nichols, democrat, 
Oklahoma, of a petition protesting the 
reduction. The petition bore 285 sig- 
natures when word came the Presi- 
dent had changed his plans. 

A second petition, calling a demo- 
cratic caucus on the matter, carried 
34 names. Only 25 are needed for that 
type of petition. 

In a letter from Mr. Roosevelt to 
Robert Fechner, emergency conserva- 
tion work director, made public today, 
the President said: 

“IT have determined that the pres- 
ent number of civilian conservation 
corps camps shall be maintained un- 
less such camps are reduced as a re- 


now being performed by the enrollees 
of any such camp, or the reduction 
through discharge, separation, or other 
causes in the number of enrollees to 
approximately 163 in any one camp.” 

The President said he further had 
determined the total number of CCC 
enrollees should be held at about 350,- 
000 through March 31, 1937.

CONGRESS 1S SEEKING 
SPECIAL FLOOD BODY 


Congressional Survey Is Ap- 
proved by Conference; 
Wilson Opposes Plans. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—()— 
Members of congress from 15 states 
voted today to seek the appointment 
of a joint senate and house commit- 
tee to study flood conditions through- 
out the nation and recommend a com- 
prehensive control program at this 
session. 

President Roosevelt set aside $43,- 
000,000 last Saturday for flood re- 
lief. Of this, $25,000,000 will be used 
to restore bridges. highways, public 
buildings and utilities. The remain- 
der will be devoted to fighting dis- 
ease. 

Survey Approved. 


The congressional survey, which 
would go into present emergelicy 
needs in the east as well as in a long- 
time flood control program, was ap- 
proved by the flood conference over 
the opposition of Chairman Wilson, 
democrat, Louisiana, of the house 
flood control committee, 

Acting as chairman of the confer- 
ence, Wilson declined to introduce a 
resolution calling for the appointment 
of the joint committee until he had 
conferred with Speaker Byrns and 
Vice President Garner. He said thé 
proposed survey would conflict to 
some extent with studies now being 
made by the national resources board. 

Representative Cole, democrat, 
Maryland, who had proposed the reso- 
lution, then amended it to provide for 
a committee of five to draft it and 
present it to the house, probably to- 
morrow. Thase named were Repre- 
sentative Lewis, democrat, Maryland; 
Randolph, democrat, West Virginia; 
Kniffin, democrat, Ohio; Rogers, dem- 
ocrat, New Hampshire, and Gray, 
democrat, Pennsylvania. 

Suggests Present Bill. 

Wilson himself suggested that the 
house members support a bill already 
approved by his committee to auther- 
ize use of $600,000,.000 of relief funds 
for flood contro] work. He also urged 
representatives trom states ravaged 
by last week’s floods to try to get lo- 
cal control projects in the omnibua 
$300.000,000 flood control bill now 
pending in the senate.

This is not as dark as shown in the 
picture, If it were, it would make 
the top spotty. Then there is the 
+medium shade shown by the fine cross- 
ed lines, a lighter shade shown by 
the fine slanting lines, and lastly, the 
white. 

These shades may be of the same 
color or they may be contrasting. The 
center one might be rose, calling to 
mind some of the beautiful roses 
which grow so profueely in the state. 
Then the surrounding colors might be 
lavenders in one block, blues in an- 
other, greens in another. Or the 
strips which are shown by the use of 
fine slanting lines might be green in 
varying colors.

Nazis are trying harder than usual 
to get a near 100 per cent majority 
in the reichstag election, which they 
consider a plebiscite upon whether the 
nation backs Hitler in denouncing the 
Locarno treaty and remilitarizing the 
Rhineland.

“And yet it is obvious that unless 
sufficient force is used—even- to 
armed force—and then such decrees 
are not only futile but are deceptive 
practices against the weaker nations. 
This is the chief weakness of the 
League of Nations. 

“The League declared Italy ag- 
gressor against Ethiopia and demand- 
ed that Italy cease hostilities. Italy 
openly challenged the decree, and con- 
tinued its war against Ethiopia. The 
League imposed economic sanctions 
upon Italy. These sanctions being 
ineffective, the League threatened to 
place an embargo upon the shipment 
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of oil to Italy. Italy threatened war 
if an embargo were established. The 
League did not place an embargo 
upon oil, nor has it done anything 
further toward the enforcement of its 
decree.”

GOVERNMENT'S PROBLEM 
TO HARMONIZE GROUPS 

The fact of this group existence 
and resulting group thinkin brings 
forward one of the great problems of 
orderly government functioning. 

It is the problem of government to 
harmonize the interests. of 
groups which are so often divergent 
and opposing, in order to guarantee 
security and good for as many of 
their individual members as may be 
possible. The science of politics, in- 
deed, may properly be said to be in 
large part the science of the adjust- 
ment of conflicting group interests. 

In the community, local govern- 
ment must adjust small groups for 
community good. In states larger 
groups must be co-ordinated for the 
greater good of all the people within 
the state. In the federal govern- 
ment, the problem is to adjust still 
greater groups in the interest of the 
largest group of all—125,000,000 peo- 
ple in whom reposes the sovereignty 
of the United States of America. But 
it is well to remember that the in- 
dividual citizen contributes most 
greatly to the good of this largest 
group only when he or she thinks in 
terms of the largest group. Only in 
this way can democracy and a re- 
publican form of government perma- 
nently succeed. 


VISITORS’ OPINIONS

Not long ago, two  nationally- 
known men visited me, one in the 
morning, the other in the afternoon. 
I asked the opinion of each of them 
in regard to a suggested new tax to 
replace a former tax which had been 
declared unconstitutional. My friend 
of the morning replied: “I could not 
approve of that kind of tax—it would 
cost me many thousand of dollars.

WASHINGTON, March 23.—(/)— 
Definite eagreements on all major 
phases of a proposed new corporation 
tax and a “windfall” levy on income 
resulting from non-payment or re- 
funding of AAA processing taxes were 
announced early tonight by a house 
ways and means subcommittee. 

hairman Samuel B. Hill, demo- 
crat, Washington, said he expected 
the report, on which the full ways 
and means committee will start hear- 
ings next Monday, would be ready 
“late in the week.” ‘ 

Still in question was.a_ proposal 
for new processing taxes. Most sub- 
committeemen are opposed to them. 

Recommendations. 

The subcommittee agreed to recom- 
mend to the full committee: 

1. A 90 per cent “windfall” tax on 
income resulting from non-payment or 
refunds of AAA processing taxes, with 
a yield of $100,000,000 and upward. 

2. Continuation of the capital stock 
tax through June 30 with the rate 
cut from $1.40 to 70 cents per $1,000 
of capital stock and repeal of this 
tax July 1. 

3. Continuation of the excess prof- 
its tax during the present taxable 
year, which varies for individual cor- 
porations, and repeal at the end of 
the year. 3 

4. That dividends declared by a cor- 
poration in excess of net income in 
any one year be allowed to be cred- 
ited in the next two successive years 
to distribution of income. 

5. That normal and surtaxes on in- 
comes apply to dividends declared out 
of funds accumulated by corporations 
prior to March 1, 1913. | 

6. That sections of the present reve- | 
nue law providing surtaxes on per- 
sonal holding companies and on cor- 
porations formed to permit stockhold- 
crs to evade surtaxes on their incomes 
be repealed as unnecessary. 

Only 18 Millions Short. 

The subcommittee previously had 
agreed on a schedule of taxes on net 
statutory income of corporations, with 
rates keyed to the amount of net in- 
come diverted to reserves. These 
would replace present corporate in- 
come levies.

NEW CROP CLASS 


Plan Is To Limit Subsidy To 
‘Conserving, Building’ 


Growths Only. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—(#)— 
A fourth classification . of crops— 
“neutral”—for determining subsidies 
under the $470,000,000 soil conserva- 
tion program was announced today 
by the AAA. 

The neutral crops are not to be in- 
cluded in establishing base acreages 
for the other types. It was indicated 
that the new classification was estab- 
lished in order to include all lands 
within a farm, but to insure payments 
only for soil-conserving and soil-build- 
ing crops. 

Neutral crops include: Vineyards, 
tree fruits, small fruits. or nut trees 
when not interplanted; idle crop 
lands; cultivated fallow land, inelud- 
ing clean cultivated orchards and vine- 
yards; waste land, roads, lane, lots 
and yards, and woodland other than 
that planted at the owner’s expense 
since 1933.
